The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Kashima et al. (JP 4-331840) disclosed a damper comprising: a housing 
including a cavity; a first member disposed in said cavity and movable in said cavity; a 
second member disposed in said cavity; an intermediate member between the first and 
second members, the first member being in frictiona! engagement with the intermediate 
member; at least one magnetic field generator mounted to magnetically couple the first 
and second members thereby maintaining the first member in frictional engagement 
with the intermediate member and wherein the first member is movable against the 
intermediate member to generate a damping force. However Kashima et al. failed to 
disclose wherein the second member moving in response to a movement of the first 
member wherein the second member lags behind the first member when the first 
member is initially displaced. 

The aforementioned limitations and the arrangements thereof are not taught in 
the prior art. In light of the foregoing, the claims of present application are found to be 
patentable over prior art of record.
